The Franklins, live in 
Haddaway Hall, the mansion for- 
merly owned by the grandparents 
of George Hunt Weyerhaeuser, 10, 
who laat year was kidnaped and 
ransomed for $200,000. 
The ladder was used at Hadda- 
way Mall In an apparent attempt 
at kidnaping, and may become an 
important link of evidence in the 
Mattson case, altho the family and 
a u t h o rlties declined 
comment. 
Franklin is a grocery chain op- 
erator. His home is near that of 
Dr. Mattson.

PETER LUMBER 
DIES 


Was Pioneer Co-operative 


Organizer, Banker. 


COLUMBUS, Neb. (UP). Peter 
F. Luchslnger, 61, one time di- 
rector of the Federal land bank in 
Omaha and prominent in Colum- 
bus business and financial circles, 
died Monday in Denver. A native 
of Switzerland, he had 
suffered 


with asthma a number of years 
and spent considerable time Jin his 
native land, seeking relief from his 
ailment. 
The co-operative credit plan was 


one of his chief studies, and in 
1929 he helped pioneer in this field 
by organizing the Pioneer Co-Op- 
erative Credit association. In 1917 
he became secretary of the Colum- 
bus National Farm Loan associa- 
tion when it was organized. 
He was appointed director of the 


federal land bank, division No. 2, 
in 1923, and served for two three- 
year terms. He is survived by his 
wife, three daughters and a son, 
all 
living- in Columbus, 
and

sister in Switzerland.

He was quoted as having said 
to a cardinal who visited him re- 
cently that he probably 
never 


would leave his bed again, and 
as adding in substance: "If this 
is the case, and it is God's will, 
then we, too, are always glad to 
abide by it." 


The cardinal tried to cheer the 
pope with the prospect of recov- 
ery but the pope was reported 
to have replied in substance: "It 
does not seem so. At any rate, 
we shall be bedridden for a month 
—a year, ten years, it does not 
matter. To suffer patiently and 
bow with humility to God's will is 
the only thing- that counts. We 
will perform our duties as best 
we can with the aid of God and 
our faithful assistants." 


A trustworthy Vatican source 


said that several varicose veins 
in the pope's left leg had burst, 
but that contrary to expectations 
the intense pain continued undi- 
minished. 


Officials of the Vatican showed 
some indignation at reports that 
the pope had said it would be bet- 
ter if he died because he was un- 
able longer to perform his duties. 


They said that such an expres- 
sion from the pope would be ir- 
reverent, 
implying- 
r e b e l l i o n 


against the divine will. 


"Would a Christian say any- 
thing like that?" one asked. "It'is 
unthinkable that the pope would." 


A Vatican spokesman said Tues- 


day morning that the pope passed 
a satisfactory night on the wholf 
and that there was no appreciable 
change in his condition when he 
awoke at 7 a. m. 


The pop? forbade Prof. Milani 
to issue formal bulletins on his 
health, Msgr. Tardini disclosed. 


PARIS. (UP). The newspaper 
Journal quoted an unnamed vati- 
can doctor as saying that only a 
miracle could save the pope. The 
physician was said to have added 
that it was "a question of days."

Trail Must Be Traversed 


With Remains.

horses, each carrying a blanket- 
wrapped body, plodded over eight 
miles of muddy, twisting trails, 
bringing- from the mountains the 
victims of a transport plane crash 
Sunday night. 


The first body brought out to 
the Los Angeles-Bakersfield high- 
way was that of Alex Novak, 22, 
El Centre, Calif.

Officers estimated it would re- 
quire several hours for 11 more 
horses, each carrying a blanket- 
wrapped burden, to complete their 
task. 


Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz issued 
a sharp warning for volunteer res- 
cue workers to stay away from 
the scene of the crash. 
It was believed some of the 
scores of persons who rushed to 
Rice canyon Monday wandered 
helplessly lost all night in a cold 
rain. 
Thru the night 15 sheriff's dep- 


uties toiled in a heavy thunder- 
storm to cut the telescoped fuse- 
lage of the giant, twin-motored 
airliner and remove the bodies. 


Two inspectors of the federal 
department of commerce reached 
the wrecked airplane Monday to 
start investigation. 
United Air 


Lines officials will make their own 
inquiry. 
Observers said that had Pilot 


Blom cleared the ridge on whicn 
his airplane shattered he could 
have glided safely into Union air- 
port, seven minutes flying time 
away. 
D«ath apparently came Instantly

body was half out of the crumpled 
control cabin. 
The bodies of the 
stewardess and a woman passen- 
ger were found standing in the 
transport's washroom.

Climbing thru ravines and over the 
mountains to the spot where the 
twisted wreckage of the plane was 
sighted from the air. The wings 
of the big twin motored Boeing 
lay atop a ridge on the slope of 
Oak mountain, about five miles 
from Saugus. Down in a narrow 
canyon rested what remained ot 
the plane's fuselage, the bodies of 
the occupants crushed within the 
mass of metal.

Cochran, 
agrees with the governoi that a 
constitutional amendment for ap- 
pointment instead of election of 
the attorney general i-s desirable. 
Wrig-ht, however, does not agree 
that the appointment should be 
made 
by the 
governor 
as this 


might make him merely a "yes" 
man for the governor. Wright ad- 
vocates appointment by the su- 
preme court. If the appointment is 
to be made. 
Wright bases this on his belief 
that the attorney general office 
should be nonpolitical, since he is 
legal adviser to all state officers 
and 
county 
officers, 
and 
his 


opinion should not be colored by 
his politics but based solely upon 
the law rather than upon what he 
think* would be good poJitica. Of- 
ficials he advises may belong to 
various political parties and they 
are entitled to an unbiased inde- 
pendent opinion, entirely free from 
political influences or otherwise. 
He favors lodging the appointive 


power in the supreme court be- 
cause that court is elected on a 
nonpolitical ballot, and experience 
shows it has conducted its affairs 
without regard to politics. 
"An attorney general appointed 


by this body," he says, "would not 
owe allegiance 
to any 
political 


group. His only duty would be to 
perform his work well and effici- 
ently. If he failed in this he could 
be removed, but he -<vould not be 
removed under any circumstances 
because of his politics." 


Contrasts Two Methods. 


Contrasting this with an ap- 


pointment by the governor he says 
if the governor should be advocat 
ing any particular type of legisla- 
tion, the attorney general might 
feel that loyalty required him to 
give an opinion on the validity of 
such legislation which upheld" the 
ideas of the 
governor who 
ap- 


pointed him. It would be possible, 
as demonstrated in other states, 
for the governor to demand that 
his appointee prepare opinions in 
keeping with the views of the gov-

WASHINGTON. <UP). secy, of 


Agr. Wallace apportioned $200,- 
000,000 federal grants in aid to 
states for road improvements and 
elimination 
of 
grade 
crossings. 


Apportionments will become avail- 
able for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1937. They consist of $215,- 
000.000 for a federal aid highway 
system, $25,000,000 for farm to 
market roads and $50,000.000 for 
elimination of grade crossings. 


Wallace also apportioned $2,500,- 


000 for construction of main roads 
thru public lands, nontaxable In- 
dian lands or other reservation! 
other than .national forests. 
He 


previously had apportioned $15,- 
000,000 for this work, begun in 
1930. 


States will be required to match 


the funds for improvement of the 
federal aid system and for farm 
to market roads. The states are 
not required to match the grade 
crossing funds. Funds for use on 
the federal aid system now are 
available for improving extensions 
of the system thru cities. 


The 
new apportionments 
for 
farm to market roads and elimina- 
tion of grade crossings are the 
first to be made as a part of the 
regular federal program initiated 
as an emergency measure to re- 
lieve unemployment. 
, 
Projects for improvement will be 


selected by state highway depart- 
ments, which also will prepare 
plans, let contracts and supervise 
construction subject to federal ap- 
proval. Allotments by states in- 
cluded Nebraska, $4,062,684. 


Nebraska highway 
department 


officials were unable to say what 
the new $4,062.684 federal road 
allotment wouid be used for until 
rulea and reflations, governing 
expenditure of the #unds arrive 
here. In a previous allotment the 
state received 53,870,000 for road 
work and $3,566,000 for grade 
crossing work, most of which ha* 
been spent.

FIXES DEPRECIATION RATE 


The railway commission. Com- 
missioner Bollen not participating, 
issued an order Tuesday fixing the 
rate of depreciation to be set up 
on the books of the Northwestern 
Bell Telephone company at 3.92 
percent. This represents a com- 
posite of depreciation rates on all 
classes of property used and us- 
able in providing telephone serv- 
ice. It is allowed by law in order 
to provide a fund that will replace 
equipment as it wears out, and is 
a charge against gross revenues. 
As in past years the company 


asked for a higher rate, in this 
case 4.15 percent. In 1934 the com- 
mission fixed it at 3.50 percent, 
and the federal supreme court sus- 
tained its action. For 1935 the 
setup allowed was 3.82 percent, 
but after appealing to the su- 
preme court the matter was drop- 
ped by the company. Over a pe- 
riod of 23 years the actual debits 
averaged 3.33 percent, but Com- 
missioner Maupin, who wrote the 
opinion, said that as the consti- 
tution provides that no dividends 
shall be paid until after an ade- 
quate allowance for depreciation, 
this average does not reflect pres- 
ent conditions, with business im- 
proving, prices going up and a 
greater demand for luxury service 
such as handsets. In order to pro- 
vide a margin of safety a higher 
rate than the average was neces- 
sary. He also pointed out that the 
lower the depreciation rate the 
higher the dividends.

county board expects to expend 
that amount in 1937, but it does 
mean that the commissioners are 
not going to tie their own hands 
so that they will be helpless if an 
emergency should arise. 


The estimate for relief alone last 
year was $1,000,000. That amount 
no doubt will be repeated this 
year. The board cannot spend more 
than is listed in the annual esti- 
mate.

its estimate large enough to cover 
all emergencies.

WORMING OUR WAY IN. 


The munitions control board of- 


ficials of the state department 
have announced that they have J 
yielded reluctantly to the demand 
of a broker and have issued 11- j 
censes permitting him to export j 
to the 
Spanish loyalist govern- ; 


ment, second hand airplanes and 
aircraft engines valued at almost 
$3,000,000. The board acted under | 
a provision of the neutrality act 
which compels it to issue export j 
licenses when shipments do not 
violate existing laws. 


The neutrality act requires the 


president to embargo shipments of 
war implements at the outbreak 
of war between nations. It is 
construed as not applying to civil 
wars, however. Hence the grant- 
ing of these licenses in spite of 
the government's announced policy 
of discouraging American aid to 
either side in Spain. The board 
is said to have been reluctant in 
granting its consent 
because it 


meant a breach of the govern- 
ment's socalled "moral embargo" 
against shipments of war imple- 
ments to Spain. 


The immediate significance of 


this development lies in its demon- 
stration of the ease with which 
the United States can become en- 
tangled in any European struggle 
despite its efforts to keep free. 
Here we are, separated from Spain 
by 3,000 miles of water, presum- 
ably uninterested even tho Europe 
should be torn from end to end by 
a war, our isolation protected by 
a neutrality law, and suddenly we 
find ourselves interested to the 
extent of $3,000,000 worth of ex- 
ports. A loophole has been found, 
hungry exporters have taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity, and 
the United States is involved in 
the Spanish situation. Only prompt 
action by the next congress can 
prevent our becoming more in- 
volved. Even that may be too 
late, but the loophole may be 
plugged. 


The situation further demon- 


strates the weakness of neutrality 
legislation. It can never be made 
to 
cover 
all 
exigencies. 
The 


neutrality law was assumed to be 
comprehensive, but the 
Spanish 


war has taken on international 
aspects which virtually remove it 
from the civil war classification. 
A neutrality policy must be very 
broad and elastic enough to per- 
mit the president to stretch

NO BLOWOFF TODAY. 


We in the United States had 


scarcely plugged 
our ears 
and 


closed our eyes 
for the 
grand 


blowup in Europe when Hitler'* 
government shied away from the 
crisis and the explosion is, appar- 
ently, delayed indefinitely. Ger- 
many refuses to make a clearcut 
decision on the matter of helping 
the fascist cause in Spain, con* 
tending that she is being stam- 
peded into such action. 


At the same time it is Indicated 


that Germany will avoid war with 
socialist Spain, even tho »kirting 
its edges closely. 
Germany will 


not stop volunteers from depart- 
ing for service with the rebels in 
Spain, but will send no regular 
army divisions to the scene of the 
war. Germany has indicated that 
no attempt 
would be made to 


rescue the freighter Palos, cap- 
tured by the loyalist government 
while running arms to the rebels. 
However, escorts will be provided 
German ships on similar missions 
in the future. 


In a word, what Germany evi- 


dently intends to do is to continue 
aiding the rebels in Spain and to 
antagonize Britain and France, es- 
pecially the latter, as much as pos- 
sible, and yet refrain from taking 
a decisive, aggressive step. Ger- 
many is trying to tease France 
into making the first move. 


Of course Germany's statement 


of policy does not exactly con- 
form with her actions. A German 
cruiser demanded the release of 
the steamer Palos and obtained it. 


Tho Spanish loyalists have been 


leaning over backward in their ef- 
forts to avoid a crisis with Ger- 
many. 
France too has taken in- 


sult after insult in the effort to 
avoid a crisis. 


And Hitler is taking step after 


step, each bolder than the last, in 
the effort to provoke France to 
action. 


He may get results. 
America 


seems so convinced. That is why 
we are incessantly plugging our 
ears and shutting our eyes. 


FOOTNOTES. 


The tnuny fa* and oil station 
must stand a court test as to the 
legality of its methods and man- 
agement. The court* will be called 
upon to say what the city may 
and may not do when it competes 
with private business. If those in 
charge have followed bad prac- 
tice and have gone farther than 
the law contemplated, that should 
be known. The extent of the city's 
power to use this station as a 
price regulator ahould be made 
clear.

It is a remarkable and paradoxi- 
cal thing that in a period in which 
the isolationist dogma has hung 
like a dark cloud over American 
foreign policy, the work of the 
state department should have been 
directed by a succession of men 
more uniformly capable perhaps 
than any comparable group of 
their predecessors, at least for a 
century, says the Baltimore Sun. 
To start with, there was Mr. 
Hughes. He took office under the 
most isolationist of all our modern 
administrations. 
Yet he has to 


his credit what is perhaps the 
greatest single achievement of any 
secretary of state in a century— 
the Washington conference. After 
Mr. Hughes came Mr. Kellogg, 
who was not perhaps quite up to 
the level of the times. But he was 
succeeded by Mr. Stimson. who in 
collaboration with Mr. Hoover, 
created the non-recognition policy 
in the presence of the Japanese 
aggression in Manchuria and who 
initiated the good neighbor policy 
in the Caribbean, which has now 
been extended to all South Amer- 
ica. 


And after Mr. Stimson, we have 


had Mr. Hull. Mr. Hull may not 
be the most brilliant of our secre- 
taries of state, but he has shown 
the 
highest competence in his 


work, and he has distinguished 
himself quite, as conspicuously as 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Stimson had 
done before him. He ha* fathered 


i in a world caught in the narrow 
grip of nationalism, a policy of 
economic enlightenment and trade 
liberation. He has resolutely pur- 
sued and developed the unselfisn 
policy vis-a-vis our neighbor re- 
publics in this hemisphere to which 
Mr. Stimson gave the original im- 
petus. Mr. Hull's work has been 
above pettiness. 
He has sought 
not for glory but for results. He 
has not been turned aside by one 
defeat nor by a series of defeats. 
He has kept pertinaciously on his 
course toward a regime of tariff 
reciprocity and he has kept perti- 
naciously on his course toward a 
better Pan-American order. 


At Buenos Aires he has scored 


perhaps his greatest advances in 
his program as it affects 
this 


hemisphe-.-e, 
and 
he 
has 
now 


capped his work with a speech 
which might well have served as a 
Christmas message of peace to all 
the world. If European statesmen

at 1««M 50 p*rc«nt. TlM n«ar**t it 
la to the temperature of the room, 
the more comfortable the room 
will be; but If the weather outside 
ia very cold and the amount of 
moisture in the room ia great, 
drop* of water will collect on the 
wtndowpanes, making it difficult 
to see thru the window*. Moiature 
may b* Imparted to the air by 
mean* of humidifiers. This appara- 
tus consist* of a container which 
holds about a gallon of water and 
which has a trough at its lower 
portion. The trough extend* length- 
wise between the coil* of the ra- 
diator. In the trough is placed a 
large felt pad which extends up 
between the coils. Water absorbed 
by the pad and evaporated* by the 
heat of the radiator is replaced by 
water in the trough, which is kept 
filled by means of a float valve. 
Where there is sufficient moisture 
in the air, an indoor temperature 
of 82 degrees to 80 degree* F. will 
be found to be comfortable. 


Q. How long were New York 
and Philadelphia the capital of 
the United State* ?

MEN AND THINGS. 


While it is true that the mem- 
bers of the federal supreme court 
are -well along in years, we feel 
resentful every time we read that 
some sneering critic refers to them 
as "nine old men." 
This is not 
only irreverence, but it is impu- 
dence. The intent i* to discredit 
the opinions they render in import- 
ant cases by representing them to 
be behind the times, lacking in 
ability to apply sound principles 
of law to present economic condi- 
tions, and generally as old fogies. 
The brilliant record of the court 
as an interpreter of the constitu- 
tion and of its individual members 
in their chosen profession is over- 
looked just because some impatient 
new dealer finds they are not aa 
willing as he is to disregard con- 
stitutional restrictions on the right 
of congress to do as it pleases. 


Mrs. Simpson insists that the 
English clerics are wrong in list- 
ing- the late king as irreligious, 
and points out that he possesses 
a number of qualities that fit well 
the definition of a religious man 
because they are the character- 
istics of a Christian, apparently 
trying to fit him into the scrip- 
tural definition of a good man, 
i. e., one who deals justly, exer- 
cises mercy and walks humbly be- 
fore his God. There is one funda- 
mental law that was overlooked 
but not by the archbishops. There 
is a command that one shall not 
covet his neighbor's wife. 


The members of the incoming 
legislature are receiving a great 
deal of advice as to how they shall 
proceed to the accomplishment of 
their duties, and they will receive 
a lot more before the session ends. 
This is right and proper, and as it 
is custom hallowed by the ages 
past it will continue until the end 
of time. 
We have 
sometimes 


wondered whether those who prof- 
fer this counsel are imbued with 
an idea that the legislators greatly 
need advice or merely see in it an 
opportunity to show their own 
possession of wisdom.

How Carbon Monoxide Oltabln 


and Kills. 


Printers, 
pressers 
in 
tailor 
•hops, laundry workers, lead moul- 
ders, bakers, finishers of felt hat* 
and sometime* painters who ate 
open charcoal burners to heat or 
dry out rooms, are likely to suffer 
mild carbon monoxide poisoning. 
They have dull headache and in- 
ability to do mental work effi- 
ciently or 
to do skilled physical 


work as well as they should. They 
suffer from a feeling of fatigue 
and lack of energy, in some case* 
from loss of appetite and even 
nausea. Where the workers in a 
shop present such symptoms, in- 
stallation of exhaust ventilation 
soon brings about a distinct sense 
of well being and increased energy 
and better work. 
In more acute cases of carbon 
monoxide gassing, that is, where 
the victim inhales a large concen- 
tration of carbon monoxide in the 
air, if the victim is not suddenly 
overcome, there 
may 
be some 
warning of the danger, such as a 
sense of pressure in the head or a 
band like constriction or throbbing 
or sudden frontal headache accom- 
panied with nausea, or a feeling of 
weakness in the knees, mental cor- 
fusion, roaring in the ears, even 
vorhiting. 
Altho such 
aymptions might 


seem to signify poisoning and car- 
bon monoxide poisoning, in truth 
carbon monoxide is not poisonous 
at all. The symptoms and all of 
the harmful effects 
and after- 
effects of carbon monoxide gas- 
sing are due to anoxia and anox- 
emia (lack of oxygen in tissues or 
in blood). The carbon monoxide 
simply combines with the hemo- 
globin in the blood and crowds out 
oxygen. 
Hot water heaters, gas logs or 
other fuel burning heaters, oil 
or gasoline, should always have 
chimney flue or outdoor connec- 
tions to carry products of com- 
bustion out of the house. In this 
country we nave strict ordinances 
and laws concerning plumbing, but 
few or no regulations governing 
the use of fuel burning equipment. 
The treatment for acute carbon 


monoxide gassing is, first rescue 
of the patient from the asphyxia- 
ting atmosphere, second applica- 
tion of Schaefer's prone-pressure 
respiration, third administration of 
oxygen witht 5 to 7 percent carbon 
dioxide mixture from inhalator 
while the artificial respiration is 
caried on, and fourth application 
of warmth and stimulants for the 
circulation. 


Sir Thomas Legge, in his book, 
"Industrial 
Maladies" 
(Oxford 
University Press, 1934) said: "A 
number of cases have occurred 
where life was supposed to be ex- 
tinct, and yet energetic treatment 
was successful in restoring anima- 
tion. Recovery has, been observed 
ten hours after gassing." He ad- 
vised that oxygen and carbon diox- 
ide inhalations be continued for 
some time after natural breathing 
has been restored.

attorneys 


to look up the law on the subjects. 
They discovered with great glee 
that the only cabinet officer who 
is legally required to resign is the 
postmaster general. He must pre- 
sent 
his resignation within 30 
days after inauguration. There is 
no law affecting the others. 


Indeed, their search into his- 
tory has disclosed that, until re- 
cent years, it was not the practice 
for cabineteers to present resigna- 
tions, but for the president to call 
for those he wanted. Occasionally, 
cabinet chair holders have con- 
tinued thru two, and in one in- 
stance, five administrations before 
offering to resign. 


Despite law, practice and con- 
spiracy, the resignations probably 
will be presented in the end. The 
fun now being enjoyed backstage 
over the matter is designed to 
shame them into it. A few of Mr. 
Roosevelt's ministers have decided 
to present theirs. The others will 
ultimately have to cut themselves 
loose from their chairs and bow 
out of an embarrassing situation. 


The controlling factor is that 
the cabinet serves Mr. Roosevelt 
and no one else. It may not be a 
law, 
but it is a truth that their 
jobs are subject exclusively to hi* 
will. 
Therefore, none can resist 


the requirements of the situation, 
no matter how much he would 
like to get cut of it. 


If this is done, counselors com- 
petent to suspect the president's 
intentions nay he will accept no 
| less than one resignation and no 
more than three.

Sleep Is Essential 


To Human Existence 


Average Adult Needs a Minimum of Eight 


Hours of Slumber, Physician States

BLEEP IS essential to th« wel- 


fare of every human, being. Though 
the body can get along with an 
inadequate supply of food, It can- 
not survive without sleep. No one 
has been known to liv*> without 
sleep beyond 10 days, while life 
goes on for week* if deprived of 
food. 
The actual mechanism of sleep 


Is not completely understood, but it 
Is believed to depend upon a de- 
crease in the blood supply of the 
brain. 
There are many other theories. 


Some believe that sleep is an effect 
resulting from the accumulation of 
waste products in the blood. Others 
think we develop a special toxin 
which induces sleep. Regardless of 
what may be the real explanation 
of this phase of life, in which we 
spend about a third of our exist- 
ence, it is certain health cannot be 
maintained without sufficient sleep. 


Change* During Sleep 


During sleep, certain physical 


ehangei take place. There is a 
decrease in the pulse rate and blood 
pressure. We breathe slower and 
deeper than when awake. There is 
a definite decrease In the activity 
»nd secretions of the internal 
glands. 
Within recent years, many ex- 


periments have been conducted to 
find out more about sleep. What 
has been discovered is interesting. 
For example, it is now known that 
sleep is deep during the second 
and third hours, and from then on 
it becomes progressively lighter. 
Such factors as noise, excitement, 
fear, worry and excessive fatigue 
decrease the restfulness and reduce 
the value of sleep. 
Shifting and tossing about in bed 


are not necessarily signs of unre- 
freshing sleep. Many an individual 
arises from sleep feeling "fit as * 
fiddle" and saying he had "slept 
like a log". 
Yet, as a matter of 


fact, that very person may have 
tossed about a great deal. 


Sleep Required 


I am often asked how many 
hours of sleep are required. This 
depends upon the age and general 
condition. 
An infant under one 


year of age should sleep from 21 
to 23 hours a. day. 
The child of 


six or eight years requires approxi- 
mately 12 hours of sleep. 
Chil- 


dren between 13 and 15 years Of 
age should receive a minimum of 
nine to 10 hours of sleep. The 
average person of middle 
age 


should have eight hours of sleep. 
But if excessive fatigue is present, 
mor* sleep is needed. 


You know the old saying about 


sleep: "Nature requires five, cus- 
tom takes seven, laziness nine and 
wickedness eleven". But you and 
I better take eight hours.

West's double was not good, despite 
his profusion of honors. A player 
rarely is justified in doubling a slam 
bid by good opponents unless he 
holds at least one certain trump trick 
in addition to an almost certain out- 
side trick. 


West opened the heart king. De- 


clarer won with the ace and took 
out the adverse trumps in two leads. 
Then, when a certain line of play 
figuratively should have " hit him 
In the eye," offering as it did both 
simplicity and certainty, he proceeded 
to wreck the contract. 


He cashed the ace and king of 


clubs, discarding one of dummy's dia- 
monds [as though one discard would 
do him any good!], then ruffed a club 
in dummy. Then, probably with a 
silent prayer, he tried the diamond 
finesse. Not unnaturally, considering 
West'* penalty double, the finesse lost 
and he still had to lose another dia- 
mond trick, thus going down to ig- 
nominious defeat. 


One moment's thought should have 


pointed out the proper line of attack- 
After drawing two rounds of spades 
declarer should lead a low club to- 
ward dummy's ten. It would not 
matter a tinker's dam whether West 
put up the queen or ducked. If the
